1. Mark 12:29-31 "And Jesus answered him, 
The first of all the commandments, is Hear, 

Israel; The Lord our God is one Lord: And 
thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy mind, and with all thy strength: 
this is the first commandment. And the 
second is like, namely this. Thou shalt 
love thy neigbor as thyself. There is none 
other commandment greater than these." 

2. I John 4:20-21 "if a man say, I love 
God, and hateth his brother, he is a liar: 
for he that loveth not his brother whom he 
hath seen, how can he love God whom he hath 
not seen? And this commandment have we from 
him. That he who loveth God Love his 
brother also." 

3. Genesis 18:17-19 "And the Lord said. 
Shall I hide from Abraham that thing which 

1 do; Seeing that Abraham shall surely 
become a great and mighty nation, and all 
the nations of the earth shall be blessed 
in him? For I know him, that he will 



command his children and his household 
after him, and they shall keep the way of 
the Lord, to do justice and judgement; that 
the Lord may bring upon Abraham that which 
he hath spoken of him." 

4. John 14:21 "He that hath my 
commandments, and keepeth them, he it is 
that loveth me: and he that loveth me shall 
be loved of my Father, and I will love him, 
and will manifest myself to him." 

5. Genesis 22:15-18 "And the angel of the 
Lord called unto Abraham out of heaven the 
second time. And said. By myself have I 
sworn, saith the Lord, for because thou 
hast done this thing, and hast not withheld 
thy son, thine only son: That in blessing I 
will bless thee, and in multiplying I will 
multiply thy seed as the stars of heaven, 
and as the sand which is upon the sea 
shore; and thy seed shall possess the gate 
of his enemies; And in thy seed shall all 
the nations of the earth be blessed; 
because thou hast obeyed my voice." 

6. Genesis 39:7-9 "And it came to pass 
after these things, that his master's wife 
cast her eyes upon Joseph; and she said. 
Lie with me. But he refused, and said unto 
his master's wife. Behold, my master 
wotteth not what is with me in the house, 
and he hath committed all that he hath to 
my hand; There is none greater in this 



house than I; neither hath he kept back any 
thing from me but thee, because thou art 
his wife: how then can I do this great 
wickedness, and sin against God?" 

7. Deuteronomy 10:12-13 "And now Israel, 
what doth the Lord require of thee, but to 
fear th Lord, thy God, to walk in all his 
ways, and to love him, and to serve the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart nad with 
all thou soul. To keep the commandments of 
the Lord, and his statutes, which I command 
thee this day for thy good?" 

8. Micah 6:8 "He hath shewed thee, man, 
what is good; and what doth the Lord 
require of thee, but to do justly, and to 
love mercy, and to walk humbly with thy 
God?" 

9. I John 4:8-11 "He that loveth not 
knoweth not God; for God is love. In this 
was manifested the love of God toward us, 
because that God sent his only begotten Son 
into the world, that we might live through 
him. Herein is love, not that we loved God, 
but that he loved us, nad sent his Son to 
be the propitiation for our sins.

10. Romans 3:25 "Whom God hath set forth to 
be a propitiation through faith in his 
blood, to declare his righteousness for the 



remission of sins that are past; through 
the forbearance of God" 

11. Romans 5:10-11 "For if, when we were 
enemies, we were reconciled to God by the 
death of his Son, much more, being 
reconciled, we shall be saved by his life. 
And not only so, but we also joy in God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, by whom we 
have now received the atonement." 

12. I Peter 3:18 "For Christ also hath once 
suffered for sins, the just for the unjust, 
that he might bring us to God, being put to 
death in the flesh , but quickened by the 
Spirit." 

13. Colossians 1:14 "in whom (Jesus) we 
have redemption through his blood, even the 
forgiveness of sins."
